Engine’ ‘Dashea Into a. Crowded. Train 
>. On the Seabeach Road, ais 
n-appalling railroad accident ‘occirred 
near Woodlawn:station, New York, on the 
Seabeach Railroad; in- which fifty: people |: 
were injured. Whilé train No. 3, drawing 
se¥enteen cara, which were crowded. ‘al- 


most:-to. suffocation with excursionists, | 


was standing at the- Woodlawn’ station a 
wildcat engine came thundering along the 
tracks, telescoping jt. ‘The car was full 
of passengers, most of ‘whom came from 
New York. Many people'saw ihe engine 
tearing along and jumped from the train 
and thus saved their lives. Most. of the’ 
injured: were taken to’ the hospitals ond 
several will die: 

A: colored porter yelled ‘to the ‘passen: 
gers to jump. The runaways éngine dashed 
into.the rear car, smashing it into kin- 
‘dling wood and burying men, women and 
children “beneath it. There sas a mad 
rush of humanity from the train. Scarce-
